2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The claims relate to tumour targeting units and their use. 

The following documents were found: 
A US 5622699 
B WO 0244215 

Document A relates to a method of identifying a molecule that 
homes specifically to one or a few selected organs, like the 
brain and the kidney. The molecules can be used to direct a 
moiety to the selected organ. They can be linked to labels and 
pharmaceuticals to use in the treatment of cancer (see columns 
12-13) . However, the organ specific peptides have not been 
shown to be tumour targeting. 

Document B discloses a binding molecule comprising one or more 
polypeptides which form a binding site capable of binding a 
target molecule and a Fc effector peptide. Claim 10 shows 
peptides that are only one amino acid longer than the claimed 
peptides in the present application. The binding molecules can 
be used to target and deliver additional drugs, such as 
cytotoxic drugs (see p. 31, lines 9-30). However, these 
peptides have not the same function as tumour targeting 
peptides as the claimed peptides. 



Thus, the documents show' the general state of the art,
